Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1 950. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  population  of  the  Borough  as 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was  30,320  an  increase  of  1 .350 
over  that  for  the  previous  year. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths 

was  I 55. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  372  giving  a Death  Rate  of 
12.27  per  1 .000  of  the  estimated  population,  compared  with  12.32  for 
for  1949  and  11.6  for  England  and  Wales.  The  principal  cause  of 
death  was,  as  in  previous  years.  Heart  Disease,  which  accounted  for  113 
deaths  i.e.  30.37  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  was  the  cause  of 
60  deaths,  being  a decrease  of  5 deaths  from  this  disease  on  the  pre- 
ceeding  year. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  527,  which  is  1 0 fewer 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  1 7.38  per  1 ,000 
of  the  population  compared  with  1 8.54  for  1 949.  The  Birth  Rates  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  smaller  towns  in  1950  were  15.8  and  16.7 
respectively. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  numbered  1 8 a decrease 
of  9 as  compared  with  the  previous  year’s  figure.  This  gives  an  infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  34.15  a decrease  of  16.13  per  1,000  live  births  on  the 
rate  for  1949.  Ten  of  the  infants  died  within  four  weeks  of  birth, 
prematurity  being  the  chief  cause  of  death.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  29.8  and  for  the  smaller  towns  29.4. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  was  823  of 
which  24  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  were  1 6 deaths  ( 1 3 from 
pneumonia  and  one  each  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  polio- 
myelitis) compared  with  12  deaths  in  1949  out  of  433  cases  notified. 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  735  of  the  total  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified. 

The  system  of  filtration  tanks  and  land  tile  drainage  advocated  to 
deal  with  the  disposal  of  urine  and  slop  water  at  a holiday  camp  adjoining 
the  Borough  boundary,  and  referred  to  in  my  Annual  Report  1949  was 
not  a success  and  further  pollution  of  the  dram  occurred,  mainly  from  slop 
water.  This  has  now  been  effectively  dealt  with  by  the  installation  of 
concrete  tanks  m the  camp  to  which  all  fluid  waste  is  led  by  jointed  pipes. 
The  tank  contents  are  removed  as  often  as  is  required  by  a gully-emptier 
and  disposed  of  at  a neighbouring  sewage  disposal  works. 

I wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  Lindsey 
County  Council,  to  the  Borough  Surveyor,  and  to  the  Chief  Sanitary 
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Inspector  for  the  information  supplied  by  them  for  inclusion  in  this  report. 
I am  also  grateful  to  the  Chairman*  Aid.  E.  Houghton,  J.P.,  C.C., 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  support  afforded  me 
throughout  the  year.

There  were  two  premises  licenced  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council, 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  this  area,  for  the  pasteurisation  of  milk. 
Of  79  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  taken  by  the  County  Authority  during 
the  year  78  were  satisfactory.  One  of  the  samples  was  slightly  unsatis- 
factory owing  to  a small  error  in  pasteurisation. 
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Ice  Cream. 

Careful  supervision  and  control  over  conditions  of  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  were  maintained  during  the  year. 

Three-hundred-and-eighty-eight  inspections  were  carried  out  upon 
the  premises  used  for  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  for  the  sale, 
or  the  storage  of  Ice  Cream  intended  for  sale,  and  such  premises  were 
generally  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Forty-two  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  under  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  (Special  Designation)  1947 
Regulations,  and  1 8 for  analysis  for  fat  content  in  accordance  with  the  Food 
Ministry’s  Circular,  MF  3/49.  The  results  were  as  follows  : —

Chest  Clinic,  Abbey  Road,  Grimsby. 

Patients  attend  by  appointment  at  the  Clinic.  During  the  year 
42  new  cases  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register.  38  cases  were 
written  off  the  Register  as  having  removed  to  other  areas  or  having  been 
lost  sight  of,  or  died,  leaving  220  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  23  cases  were  written  off  as  recovered. 

Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee. 

This  Committee  renders  valuable  service  in  the  after-care  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  necessitous  cases  and  their 
families,  assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment,  clothing, 
etc.,  and  in  the  form  of  holiday  grants. 

An  Occupational  Centre  with  a Workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue, 
is  maintained  by  the  Committee  and  provides  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened 
working  capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

An  annual  grant  of  £30  is  made  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council 
to  augment  the  funds  of  the  Committee  whose  work  is  voluntary. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council,  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  operate  a Domestic  Help  Service  within  the  County  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  having  regard  to  the  availability  of  domestic  helpers, 
make  domestic  help  available  where  they  consider  such  help  is  required, 
in  the  following  types  of  cases  : 

(1)  Where  there  is  illness  in  the  household. 

(2)  For  expectant  mothers  and  maternity  cases  during  the  lying  in 

period. 

(3)  Where  there  is  a mental  defective  in  the  household. 

(4)  Where  there  is  an  aged  person  in  the  household. 

Persons  receiving  domestic  help  under  the  County  Council’s  scheme 
are  required  to  pay  such  charge  as,  having  regard  to  the  means  of  those 
persons,  the  County  Council  consider  reasonable. 

Application  for  help  in  the  Cleethorpes  area  should  be  made  to  the 
Assistant  Organiser  at  31  Market  Street,  Cleethorpes.

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Report  on  the  Meteorological  GoniUtions  prevailing 
at  Gteethorpes  during  1950.

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  at  Cleethorpes  during  1 950  were 
very  different  from  those  of  1949.  The  weather  was  generally  dull,  and 
although  a record  sunshine  total  was  obtained  for  the  month  of  June,  the 
rest  of  the  year  did  not  come  up  to  expectations. 

Over  the  year  there  were  2 1 6.9  hours  of  sunshine  less  than  in  1949, 
i.e.  1 ,5 1 7.4  hours  as  against  1,734.3  hours. 

The  amount  of  rain  (27.79")  IS  one  of  the  highest  totals  ever  recorded 
over  a year  at  Cleethorpes.  On  only  seven  other  occasions  (since  1910) 
has  a yearly  total  been  greater  than  27". 


SUNSHINE. 

From  1st  January  to  3 I st  December,  1950,  1517.4  hours  of  bright 
sunshine  were  recorded. 

This  gives  a daily  average  of  4.1 5 hours  as  compared  with  4.75  hours 
for  the  previous  year.  The  sunshine  total  for  June  269.2  hours  was  a 
record  for  that  month. 

The  maximum  amount  of  sunshine  recorded  on  one  day  was  I 5.2 
hours  on  the  I 1th  June. 

The  daily  average  for  June  was  8.97  hours,  which  is  4.82  hours 
above  the  average  for  the  year. 

RAINFALL. 

27.79  inches  of  rain  were  recorded  during  the  year,  showing  an 
increase  of  10.63  inches  over  the  previous  year’s  total  of  1 7.16  inches. 

The  driest  month  of  the  year  was  March  with  0.45  inches  falling 
over  a period  of  1 2 days,  and  the  wettest  month  was  November  with 
4.1  1 inches  falling  over  27  days.  In  only  two  previous  years  has  the 
November  total  of  rainfall  been  over  4 inches. 

The  total  of  3.98  inches  for  February  is  the  highest  ever  recorded 
for  that  month. 

The  greatest  rainfall  in  any  one  day  was  0.85  inch  on  the  1 5th 
July  1950. 
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TEMPERATURE  OF  THE  AIR. 


The  average  minimum  shade  temperature  of  3 1 . 1 9 for  December, 
1950,  is  the  lowest  for  the  year. 

The  average  maximum  shade  tem|)erature  of  37.06°  for  December, 
is  the  lowest  for  the  year,  while  69.35  maximum  shade  temperature  in 
August  1950,  is  the  highest  average. 

The  lowest  air  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  23°  F.  on 
the  2 1 St  December. 

The  highest  maximum  during  the  same  period  was  87°  F.  on  the 
7th  June,  1950.  This  was  the  highest  recorded  since  7th  July,  1941, 
when  88  were  recorded. 

The  lowest  ground  minimum  temperature  was  18  F.  on  the  21st 
December. 

RELATIVE  HUMIDITY 

The  average  Relative  Humidity  for  the  year  was  79.83%  as 
compared  with  81.25%  in  1949. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PHENOMENA

Snow  fell  on  eight  occasions  and  sleet  on  four. 

The  wind  reached  gale  force  (or  above)  on  the  1 0th  and  24th  April. 
The  average  amount  of  sky  covered  (in  oktas)  by  cloud  was  5.39. 


The  Cleethorpes  Meteorological  Station,  No.  2574,  is  officially 
recognised  by  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office  as  an  Auxiliary 
Climatological  Station,  and  a First  Class  Health  Resort  Station. 

Nightly  reports  to  the  Air  Ministry  in  the  form  of  a Weather 
Telegram  were  dispatched  every  night  of  the  year. 

The  Station  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  (Mr.  Alan  B.  Cooper,  A.M.  Inst.  C.E.)  and  the  Observer 
during  1950  was  D.  Tonge  who  is  a member  of  the  Engineers  staff.
